Formal Opening of Their Biennial 
Conclave at Louisville, Ky. 



Twenty'Six Thousand Survivors of th«‘ 
Union Forces Were in Line. 



Louisville, Ky., Aug. 16. — A simple 
ceremony — the formal transfer of 
Camp Marion E. Taylor from the local 
executive committee, which has placed 
it in readiness, to the Knights of Py- 
thias, for whom it was prepared — 
marked the formal opening of this or- 
ganization’s biennial conclave of 1904. 
The exercises occurred at 4 o’clock iu 
the presence of about 10,000 people. 
Marion E. Taylor, chairman of the 
executive committee on arrangements, 
formally presented the tented city 
which bears his name to Tracy R. 
Bangs, supreme chancellor of the 
Kinghts, who turned the camp over 
to Gen. James R. Carnahan, of Indian- 
apolis, commanding the uniform rank, 
the general speaking briefly in ac- 
knowledgment. The adjutant gener- 
al’s flag was then thrown to the breeze 
and the salute fired by Battery A, of 
Wheeling, W. Va. Monday night the 
electric decorations in the business 
district were set ablaze to the delight 
of the thousands which thronged the 
streets. 

Louisville, Ky., Aug. 17. — Under fair 
skies 26 brigades of the Uniform Rank 
Knights of Pythias, over 10,000 strong, 
passed in review before the people of 
Louisville Tuesday. Over one hun- 
dred thousand people lined the route 
of the parade, three miles in length, 
and cheered the militant members of 
the order as they marched past in 
trim service, uniforms or dress parade 
regalia with scarlet plumes and glit- 
tering trappings. 

Despite a drawback in the number 
and the quality of the horses furnish- 
ed the visitors, which, according to the 
general staff, prevented nearly 2,000 
men from participating, the pageant 
was a gorgeous success. Gen. Carna- 
han, commander-in-chief, was a very 
wrathful man when the hour for the 
parade drew near and he took note of 
the quality of the beasts offered for 
mounts. 

“Look at that plug,’’ he ejaculated 
to a sad looking animal whose legs 
were ganiished with nearly all the 
bumps mentioned in the horse book. 
“If they expect me to ride they are 
mistaken. Tney would egg me out of 
the parade if the poor brute could 
stagger through it, and this is the 
home of the thoroughbred.’’ 

At the last moment Gen. Carnahan 
was furnished with a suitable horse, 
but three cavalry companies and many 
officers were forced to enter the pa- 
rade unmounted, while others did not 
participate at all. Nevertheless there 
was a magnificent turnout, due largely 
to the numbers and appearance of the 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Kentucky 
brigades. The Philippine constabu- 
lary band, which led the parade, was 
one of the features, receiving a tre- 
mendous ovation all along the route. 

Tuesday night the grand military 
ball of the uniform rank was given at 
the Horse Show building, where the 
Knights and their ladies to the num- 
ber of several thousand danced and 
paraded. 



The Japanese Line Drawn Closer 
Around Port Artliui*. 



Will Cato and Paul Reed Put to 
Death by a Mob. 



Boston, Aug. 17. — Tuesday 26,000* 
survivors of the union forces of the* 
civil ^'ar assembled from all sections, 
of the United States, marched through' 
the streets of Boston. Five and one- 
half hours were required for the pa- 
rade to pass a given point and it vras 
a severe strain on the old soldiers, 
but generally they bore the hardship 
well. More than three score of thenv 
dropped in the ranks from exhaustion' 
and heat prostration and were cared 
for at the field and civic hospitals. 
The death of one soldier marred an; 
otherwise happy day. Col. John P. 
Pyron, a member of John A. Dix post, 
of New York, died from heart failure 
induced by exhaustion. At least 250 
spectators, mostly women, walked 
during the parade, and many persom^ 
were slightly injured and had their 
clothing tom in the crush. 

The spectacle of the marching gray 
haired soldiers was one calculated to 
thrill and everywhere the army wa^ 
received with applause. 

As the columns of blue swept up 
Beacon Hill, closely following the 
northerly side of the famous Bostoif 
common, they were reviewed from the 
state house by Gov. John L. Bates, 
who was accompanied by distinguish- 
ed personages, including Gov. Van 
Sant, of Minnesota; former Govs. W. 
Murphy Crane and George S. Bout- 
well, of Massachusetts; Henry Cabot 
Lodge and Booker T. Washington, and 
at the city hall. Mayor Patrick A. Col- 
lins reviewed the parade, having as 
his guests the mayors of a dozen 
cities. 

At the end of the review Command- 
er-in-Chief John C. Black, of the G. A. 
R., held his review. Several former 
confederate officers occupied places in 
the stand and the preeminently pic- 
turesque feature of the parade was the 
“Living flag,” formed by two thousand 
children dressed variously in white, 
red and blue, and seated near the re- 
viewing stands. Every soldier of the 
marching army raised his hat as he 
passed this picture, while the children 
joined in “Dixie,” and the “Battle 
Hymn of the Republic.” 

Boston, Aug. 18. — The Association of 
Army Nurses of the Civil War elected 
Mrs. Fannie T. Hazen, of Cambridge, 
Mass., president. At noon the asso- 
ciation was entertained at luncheon 
by the W. R. C., department of Mas- 
sachusetts. 



Japanese Shells Ignited Lighters irt 
the Docks Which Contained Sup- 
plies of Coal, Resulting in a 
Terrible Conflagration. 



The Men, After the Legal Trial, Were 
Sentenced to Be Hanged Septem- 
ber 9 and Were About to Be 
Taken to Savannah. 



Statesboro, G^, Aug. 17. — Paul Reed 
and Will Cato, two of the principals 
in the murder and burning of Henry 
Hodges and wife and three children, 
six miles from Statesboro three weeks 
ago, w'ere burned at the stake Tues- 
day. 

Tuesday afternoon at 1:21 o’clock a 
determined mob charged on the court 
house, overpowered the military guard, 
secured Cato and Reed, who had been 
found guilty after a legal trial and 
sentenced to be hanged September 9, 
took them two miles from Statesboro 
.and there burned them alive. 

When the attack on the guayds was 
’made Rev. Mr. Hodges, brother of the 
murdered man, pleaded with the crowd 
to let the law take its course, but his 
advice was unheeded. 

The small guard with the prisoners 
withdrew into the court room and 
closed the door. The mob crashed 
against it, bursting it as though it 
were an eggshell. Cato, Reed, Handy 
Bell and the other prisoners cowered 
before the crowd. They dragged Cato 
and Reed out, releasing BellTnto the 
hands of the few soldiers left there 
as soon as they learned that he was 
not Reed, for they had mistaken him. 

Reed was taken down one stairway 
with a rope about his neck and Cato 
down the other, both pleading for 
their lives. By this time the crowd 
numbered 500 persons. The doomed 
men were dragged, the crowd shoat- 
ing and cheering, along the roadway 
leading to the Hodges homestead. 

Going 75 yards from the road the 
crowd halted. The two Negroes were 
made to seat themselves on a log. 
They were told they had but a short 
time to live and that they should con- 
fess. Reed was the first to speak. He 
confessed, implicating other Negroes, 
as he had in the court room. He de- 
nied, however, that he had taken an 
active part in the murder. Cato an- 
swered incoherently. The crowd 
moved across a field to a strip of 
woodland. 

To a large stump 12 feet high the 
men were chained with their backs to 
the stump. Then a wagonload of pine 
wood was hauled to the spot. It was 
piled around the men and ten gallons 
of kerosene was thrown over them. A 
photographer was present and the 
crowd was cleared back that he might 
get several views of the men bound to 
the stake and ready for the burning. 
Then followed an awful scene. Fren- 
zied cheers rent the air as men al- 
most crazed with hatred of the men 
being punished saw the cruel fiames 
drinking up the lifeblood. Just as the 
match was applied to the pyre one of 
those in front asked Reed if he wanted 
to tell the truth before he died. 

“Yes, sir; I killed Mr. and Mrs. 
Hodges,” he replied. 

“Who killed the children?” he was 
asked. 

“Handy Bell,” came the response as 
the flames leaped upwards. The spec- 
tacle was frightful. As the flames 
touched Reed’s ^ked, oilsoaked skin, 
he twisted his head around in an en- 
deavor to choke himself and avoid the 
fearful torture. Only once did he 
complain. He said: “Lord, have 

mercy.” 

Cato screamed in agony and beg- 
ged to be shot. His heavy suit of hair 
which was oilsoaked was almost the 
first thing the flames fastened on and, 
screaming with agony, while the hemp 
rope became a collar of fire around his 
neck a thrill of terror ran through the 
frames of the more timid of the spec- 
tators. Before the flames had quench- 
ed Cato’s life, the rope was burned in 
tw^o and his head swung from side to 
side as he endeavored to avoid the 
fiery tongue. By effort almost super- 
human he writhed under the close- 
locked chains. 

He was the first to exhibit xmcon- 
sciousness and was perhaps the first 
dead. Before the flames progressed 
very far up his body his head sank 
forward and many believe that the fire 
got into his lungs and killed him. As 
Cato’s head swung to and fro some of 
the more excited members of the par- 
ty commenced throwing light wood 
knots at it. As soon as it was seen 
that the men were dead the crowd 
commenced dispersing. A large num- 
ber remained behind, however, piling 
more fuel on until both bodies were 
burned except the trunks. 

Late Tuesday afternoon after the 
last member of the mob had left the 
scene, hundreds of citizens who in no- 
wise had participated in the affair re- 
paired to the scene and many remain- 
ed long after nightfall picking up 
w'hatever souvenirs they could find. 
Conspicuous among the crowds were 
I a number of small boys In knee pants. 

Savannah, Ga., Aug. 17. — It has de- 
veloped upon the return of the troops 
from Statesboro that the deputy sher- 
iffs were in league with the lynch- 
ers. 



Tslngtau, Aug. 16. — The Russian 
battleship Czarovitch and three torpe- 
do boat destroyers are now in the 
hands of the local German government 
for repairs, but it is improbable that 
these vessels will fight again in this 
war. 

Capt. Truphel, chief of the military 
and civil administration of the pro- 
tectorate of Kiauchau, after having 
completed provisions for the neutral- 
ity of the crews of the Russian war- 
ships during their stay here, proceed- 
ed to go on board the Czarovitch. 
The crew of the battleship was alarm- 
ed at the advent of Capt. Truphel’s 
party and seized their weapons. They 
were quickly quieted, however, and 
the commander of the Czarovitch was 
informed that it was necessary that 
the Russian flag be hauled down and 
remain down pending the completion 
of the repairs. The Czarevitch’s flag 
was then lowered, amid impressive 
formalities, after which Capt. Truphel 
visited each of the three destroyers, 
whose flags also were lowered. 

Tslngtau, Aug. 17. — Gov. Truphel 
Tuesday stated that the Russian ships 
would not be permitted to leave the 
harbor until after the conclusion of 
the war. 

Tokio, Aug. 17. — The emperor’s of- 
fer to release the non-combatants at 
Port Arthur coupled with, a demand 
for the surrender was delivered Tues- 
day. 

Tokio, Aug. 18. — It is reported that 
the Port Arthur garrison has refused 
to surrender and is disinclined to send 
out non-combatants. 

Che Foo, Aug. 18. — According to 
news which reached here Wednesday 
the Japanese line has been drawn still 
closer around beleaguered Port Ar- 
thur. The right wing of the .Japanese 
line has penetrated to the vicinity of 
Pigeon bay, while the center has 
moved forward from Paling Ching, 
which is south of Shusiyen and two 
miles north of the town. 

Passengers on board the steamer 
Decima, which anchored off Port Ar- 
thur Tuesday night, witnessed the 
bombardment from Pigeon bay. The 
Japanese shells w'ere visible during 
their whole course. They circled, 
comet-like, to the town and their ex- 
plosions were marked by great spalsh- 
es of fire which shot up into the sky. 
The bombardment from this and oth- 
er points began at midnight and last- 
ed until morning. The Russians did 
not reply to the Japanese fire. Maj. 
Seaman, formerly a surgeon in the 
American army, was a passenger on 
the Decima. He says the spectacle 
was most brilliant and awe-inspiring. 
The Decima weighed anchor from Port 
Arthur at 5 o’clock Wednesday anom- 
ing. At some distance out she saw 
five Japanese warships guarding the 
harbor. 

London, Aug. 18. — According to the 
correspondent of the Daily Telegraph 
at Che Foo refugees arriving there 
bring news of a serious condition of 
affairs at Port Arthur. They say that 
Japanese shells have ignited lighters 
in the docks which contained supplies 
of coal, resulting in a terrific confla- 
gration. Many of the buildings have 
been demolished and the hospitals are 
crowded. 

London, Aug. 18. — The Shanghai 
correspondent of the Morning Post 
says it Is reported that a Japanese 
squadron is coming there In conse- 
quence of the failure as yet to com- 
ply with the Japanese demand that the 
torpedo boat destroyer Grezovoi be 
disarmed or quit the port. 

Commenting on the foregoing, the 
Morning Post says it thinks the Jap- 
anese are not in a mood to stand 
much nonsense and points out that 
there are now 18 foreign men-of-war 
at Shanghai, eight of which are Am- 
erican. 

“If it comes to a scrimmage,” says 
the Post, “it will be the duty of these 
men-of-war to keep peace and force 
the Taotai to do his duty. A gentle 
hint from the American admiral will 
doubtless have a quieting effect.” 

A dispatch to the Central News 
from Vladivostok, dated August 17, 
says the cruisers Rossia and Gromo- 
hole, of the Valivostok squadron^ have 
returned there.

Boston, Aug. 16. — The camp fire of 
the National Association of Union Ex- 
Prisoners of War was held in Tremont 
Temple Monday night in connection 
with the 32d annual encampment of 
the association. 

Col. J. D. Walker, of Pittsburg, Pa., 
national commander of the associa- 
tion, opened the evening’s exercises 
in a brief address, and introduced 
Capt. John A. Read, U. S. N., who pre- 
sided. Capt. Read recounted some of 
his experiences during an eight 
months’ confinement in a confederate 
prison and he declared that the men 
who died miserably in military prisons 
were as heroic and did as glorious a 
work for their country as did those 
who charged the enemy in battle. 

Much time was taken up with a dis- 
cussion as to whether the ex-prisoners 
would rather have a medal of honor 
or a pension from the United States. 
A motion asking the United States to 
issue a special medal of honor to all 
those veterans who had been in rebel 
prisons was lost, and it was almost 
unanimously voted to petition the next 
congress to pass a bill providing that 
every prisoner of war be paid two 
dollars for each day ha was in 
prison.

H. G. Davis Notified of His Norn 
inatioii For Vice President. 



Cnicdgo, Aug. 18.— Four poople word 
killed, another fatally hurt, and 2Z 
severely Injured in a collision late 
Wednesday afternoon between an ex- 
press train on the Chicago Great West- 
ern railroad and a train of three trol- 
ley cars bound for the Hawthorne race 
track. , 

The accident occurred at the cross- 
ing of 48th avenue, and the Chicago 
Great^ Western tracks. The train was 
coining into the city and, according 
to some witnesses of the accident, was 
running at a high rate of speed. Oth- 
ers and the train crew declare that it 
was going over 20 miles an hour. The 
trolley train, which was made up of a 
motor car and two trailers, approach- 
ed the crossing at a rapid rate just 
as the train came around a sharp 
curve to the west of the crossing. Mo- 
torman Ryan put on the brakes with 
all his strength in the effort to stop 
his car, but the brakes refused to work 
and with undiminished speed the mo- 
tor car ran upon the tracks at the 
time the locomotive eame up. The 
car struck the train between the en- 
gine and tender. The motor car was 
tom to splinters, the car immediately 
behind it was knocked over, smashed 
nearly to pieces and dragged along the 
track for 100 feet. The third car was 
not dragged from the tracks, and but 
for the fact that the couplings be- 
tween it and the second trailer broke 
the list of injured, would probably be 
much greater, as all of the cars were 
filled with passengers. Motorman Ry- 
an remained at his post to the last, 
and was fatally hurt, his skull being 
fractured. 

All of the persons who were killed 
occupied the seats in the front of the 
first car on the west side. One wom- 
an, who is as yet unidentified at the 
morgue, had just taken a seat offered 
her by William Tennis, of 1013 North 
Albany avenue, when the crash came. 
She was rolled- under the motor car 
and horribly mangled. Tennis, after 
giving up his seat, went to the rear 
of the car, and escaped with slight, in- 
juries. 

All the members of tjie Chicago 
Great Western train crew and the con- 
ductors of the trolley cars were placed 
under arrest pending the inquiry of 
the coroner, which will be made. 



The introduction of American rice 
into the Cuban trade has had an au- 
spicious beginning, and the salesmen 
who are introducing it confidently pre- 
dict that within a year American rice 
will supply half the Cuban demand for 
this staple article of food and with- 
in two years will have practically a 
monopoly of the market There are 
many logical reasons why this should 
be so, among the most potent of 
which are the nearness of the Amer- 
ican rice fields to the Cuban market, 
the various lines of transportation be- 
tween gulf ports and Cuba, the exist- 
ence of reciprocal trade relations be- 
tween the two countries, and an 
earnest desire on the part of the Cu- 
ban merchants to buy food products 
cff the United States. 

Perhaps in no country in the world 
floes rice enter into the daily con- 
sumption of food to a greater extent 
than in Cuba, Here all classes con- 
sume it. Indeed, among the peasantry, 
or country people, where wheat bread 
is scarcely used at all, rice is ver- 
itably the “staff of life.” It is eaten 
at every meal, and no one knows bet- 
ter than the Cuban housewife its 
varied and acceptable uses. 

It has long been the custom with 
the provision houses of Cuba to pur- 
chase their rice in Hamburg and Liv- 
erpool, but they are now showing a 
disposition to buy nearer home, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that the 
cultivation of rice is rapidly becoming 
one of the leading industries in cer- 
tain of the gulf states, and in view 
of the further consideration that the 
Cuban consumer, as he becomes ac- 
quainted with the superior quality of 
American rice, prefers it to the rice 
of India, China or Japan. In the 
comparatively small sales thus far 
made of American rice in Cuba, it has 
given universal satisfaction, the peo- 
ple claiming that it possesses a richer 
fiavor and greater nutriment than the 
eastern rice. 

If the rice growers of South Caro- 
lina, Louisiana and Texas will make 
a determined effort now to capture the 
Cuban trade, they should, with prox- 
imity to the market and a preferential 
tariff in their favor, have little diffi- 
culty in winning against European 
competition. The time is propitious.

Mr. Davis was escort- 
ed to the fiag draped platform at 1:30 
o’clock in the afternoon by Represen- 
tative John Sharp Williams, of Mis- 
sissippi, who delivered the notification 
address. An invocation by Rt. Rev. 
Dr. W. L. Gravatt, of the Episcopal 
diocese of West Virvinia, preceded Mr. 
Williams, who occupied an hour in 
speaking. It took Mr. Davis ten min- 
utes to read his formal acceptance, 
but he prefaced this with a heart to 
heart talk of like duration to the sev- 
eral thousand friends and neighbors 
who were gathered under the trees as 
his audience. Senator Daniel, of Vir- 
ginia, was forced to acknowledge a 
demand for a speech but declined hap- 
pily and at 3:25 o’clock the ceremony 
ended. 

Earlier in the day a formal letter of 
notification was handed Mr. Davis in 
the parlor of the hotel in the presence 
of the assembled notification commit- 
tee. It was a simple statement of the 
action of the St. Louis convention with 
reference to his nomination. He took 
the letter without reading it and 
thanked the committee, saying he 
would respond later in the day and 
hoped for a victorious response in No- 
vember. 

A reception and cotillion in honor 
of the nominee was held in the hotel 
in the evening. 

The -day was a perfect one. The 
sun shone throughout and the pure air 
of the mountains stirred gently into 
cooling breezes. The scene of the 
ceremonies was ideally picturesque. 
Two huge oaks mingled their branches 
directly over the platform of the speak- 
ers.

I’o the strains of “Dixie” and a med- 
ley of patriotic airs, the assemblage 
dispersed; not, however, until many 
of its members had mounted the plat- 
form and extended personal congratu- 
lations to the candidate. The invited 
guests, including those in Mr. Davis’ 
j)rivate party, who occupied a roped 
off reservation on the left, were the 
first to shake the senator’s hand. Mr. 
Davis will remain at White Sulphur 
until Friday, when he will return to 
his home at Elkins.

GRAIN CROPS IN EUROPE 



An Automobile Went Through a Draw 
Bridge at Chicago. 



Recent Reports Are to the Effect That 
General Conditions Are 
Favorable. 



Chicago, Aug. 18. — ^An automobile of 
the touring car type, carrying four 
persons, plunged into the river at 
Rush street Wednesday night when 
the bride was open. In its descent 
the automobile turned over, throwing 
the occupants into the water, but 
clear of the machine. All were res- 
cued within a few minutes by the 
crew of a tug and boatmen on the 
banks. The chauffeur attributes the 
accidfiit to the refusal of the brakes 
of t’je machine to check its speed 
whef he applied them. He said he 
saw the open draw and heard the 
warning cries of the people on the 
walk, but the machine would not re- 
spond to the brake, and before he 
knew it he was in the river.

The European grain markets are at 
present chiefly ruled by news regarding 
the condition of the crops. The local 
press, however, notes as a curious fact 
that the European markets are influ- 
enced by American news to a much 
smaller degree than heretofore. This, 
they claim, is due to the fact that the 
European markets To not rely for their 
supplies mainly on the American re- 
ceipts. 

They claim that during a recent week, 
for instance, the imports of wheat from 
Argentina amounted to 116,300 tons; 
from Russia 6,300 tons; while the im- 
ports from the United States amounted 
to only 39,000 tons, which is less than 
the combined imports from Australia 
and India, amounting to 55,000 tons. 

They argue that the quantities afloat 
from Argentina, Australia and India ap- 
pear sufficient to supply the further Im- 
port demands of the European markets, 
and that consequently the late rises in 
New York for early delivery, which they 
attribute to manipulations in Chicago, 
will have no influence on the European 
markets. 

As regards the stats of the growing 
crops in Europe, the recounts of the con- 
dition of the wheat crop in Austria-Hun- 
gary are of a favorable nature, which 
applies to both the summer and winter 
yops. In a few instances complaints 
were received from Bohemia about the 
undue amount of rain; while in Hun- 
gary, in some districts, more moisture is 
needed. These complaints. however, do 
not amount anywhere to any serious 
apprehensions respecting the condition 
of the crops. 

As regards the rye crops, the re- 
ports are less tavorable. Almost from 
all quarters complaints are loud re- 
specting the present state of the crops. 
It is claimed, however, that the damage 
Is not of sdch a nature that It might not ! 
be remedied by subsequent favorable 
weather. 

The reports from Germany. France 
and England are also said to be satisfac- 
tory. In Russia the crop reports are 
quite generally favorable, especially in 
the southern districts, where the show- 
ery weather of the last weeks proved 
beneficial for the winter crop and facil- 
itated operations in the fields for the ; 
summer crops.

HIGH-POWER MICROSCOPES, 



One That Enlarges the Eye of a House- 
Fly to an Area of 312 
Square Feet. 

All who use the microscope are 
aware that the limit of its magnifyin.g 
powers is soon reached. Beyond a 
certain point the image becomes in- 
distinct, large but not clear, and the 
imperfections of the Instrument are 
magnified as well, as the object. Prof. 
Dolbear has observed that “the pow- 
ers of the microscope have not been 
doubled within the last 50 years, 
though more time and ingenuity have 
been given to the problem of im- 
proving it than will ev§r be given, in 
the same interval again.” It Is dan- 
gerous, however, to prophesy, says the 
London Telegraph. One of the exhib- 
its at the Royal society’s conversa- 
zione seemed to mark a very distinct 
advance. Mr. J. W. Gordon showed a 
high-power microscope which had in 
the view-field of the ordinary instru- 
ment a rotating glass screen, and this, 
viewed through a second microscope, 
gave a further magnification of 100 
diameters. 'The ground-glass screen, 
by expending the transmitted light 
wave, causes ft completely to fill the 
aperture of the second microscope, so 
that the usual imperfections of ex- 
cessive magnification disappear. A 
diaton was magnified 10,000 diameters, 
and its structure was clear and well 
defined. With the same magnifica- 
tion the eye of a house-fly would seem 
to cover an area of 312 square feet.

INNS and Poles alike have 
been difficult to assimilate 
by devouring Russia, the

presence in the towns of Poland of so 
many German residents, and by the 
folly of having allotved the Teutonic 
knights to settle in Polish territory — 
whence sprang the great kingdom of 
Prussia. Russia appeared as a for- 
midable and decided antagonist later 
than the Germans, during the reign of 
Ivan the Terrible, who presented him- 
self a candidate for the new place of 
electoral monarch. A strong Polish 
prince, Stephen Batory, proved 
a match, however, for Czar Ivan; not 
only defended Poland, but also cease- 
lessly labored to bring about the dis- 
memberment of Russia. This prince 
it was that first organized the Cos- 
sacks, a name closely linked with Rus- 
sian and Polish history. A Pole was 
really crowned czar of Moscow, but 
soon the Poles were forced to give up 
their claims to Russian territory; a 
territory between which and that of 
Poland there was ever such a dan- 
gerously indefinite line, making fruit- 
ful cause for the “domestic feud of 
the two Slavonic nations.” In 1772 
Russia entered into agreement with 
Prussia and Austria to begin the dis- 
memberment of Poland, and the Rus- 
sians at once began hostile invasion 
of the country. Steadily they pushed 
on their boundary, by 1793 having 
made much advance. 

The Polish people, as is well known, 
did not submit tamely to the stretch- 
ing of the paw of the Great Bear 
nor to the claims of greedy Prussia. 
A national spirit showed itself now,’ 
a patriotism of decided strength. 
Thaddeus Koskiuszko, a general of 
recognized merit, led his countrymen 
against the I^russians in possession of 
Warsaw, and forced the invaders to 
come to terms. But a Russian general 
hastened to the capital, the brave 
leader was taken prisoner and his 
cause lost. He was carried to St 
Petersburg, and there held captive un- 
til the death of Catherine of Russia, 
a sovereign who did her share to- 



civilization of the 
the spirit of the Poles, not 
taking kindly to the tyran- 
ny of conquering Russia. 

Civil strife in Poland led to the 
breaking up of the once large Polish 
territory, to the slices lopped off by 
Austria, Russia and Prussia, to the 
final entire absorption of the country 
by the Russians. And to-day two op- 
posing parties, the nationalists and 
the socialists, seem to find it very diffi- 
cult to agree on any national policy — 
save the one of continued bitter hos- 
tility to the Russian government.

of time a considerable European pow- 
er, should utterly disappear, have no 
longer place among the sovereign 
powers, would arouse even in the most 
Indifferent some degree of wonder. It 
to not easy to attempt in a limited 
•pace to give explanation of the steps 
leading to the fall of Poland, but a 
review of some of the causes, a glance 
at some important events in the long 
period of its life, may suggest the out- 
line of the story. The history of Po- 
land as a nation is a story of great 
heroes and of interested plotters, of 
noble arrayed against peasant, of for- 
eign Interference and foreign spolia- 
tion, of a disrupted, distressed land 
albeit a fairly rich, fertile one. Back 
In the middle of the seventeenth cen- 
tury the territory extended from the 
Baltic to the Carpathian mountains, 
had an area of almost 300,000 square 
miles, about seven times its extent to- 
day. It was a diversified land of good 
•oil, fine timber, wide pasturage, and 
of no small mineral wealth, and its 
people, especially along in the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries, enjoyed a 
high measure of prosperity. The no- 
bles lived in luxury, music and learn- 
ing were made much of, the state was 
a dominant power. 

About the middle of the sixteenth 
century the government took a step 
leading to disaffection among a large 
body of the people, inaugurated a 
change from the hereditary monarchy 
to an elective crown. To settle the 
strife arising from this raidcal move, 
the aggrieved party would call upon 
an outside nation to assist in the en- 
suing war, and the ally seldom failed 
to demand a share of the spoils when 
victory came the right way. 

Another weakness leading to Po- 
land’s downfall was the lack of a 
middle class, “that bulwark of a na-

wards the enslaving of the Polish nsi- 
tion. 

(Koskiuszko is a son of Poland 
whose name ever will be a popular 
one In America. When we were at 
war with England the Polish patriot 
came to our assistance, entering our 
army as a volunteer, and displaying 
distinguished bravery at the battles 
of Saratoga and Yellowsprings. Gen. 
Washington made him a brigadier, 
and he was appointed governor of 
West Point. As brigadier general he 
served his own country nobly, but 
Russian influence forced him into ex- 
ile. On his return to Poland, he zeal- 
ously and untiringly labored to free 
his nation from the threatening ruin, 
but was forced to give up all hope.) 

A figure pitiably contrasting with 
the patriot, Koskiuszko, Is that of- 
Stanislaus, the puppet king In whose 
reign ended Poland’s career as an in- 
dependent nation. He was a cultured, 
accomplished man, but lacking in 
force and spirit The proud Polish 
nobility, however, did not subniit 
tamely to the Russian rule, and in 
1830 Insurrection broke out the plot 
including the seizure of the Russian 
grand duke, Constantine, In the pal- 
ace at Warsaw. Plots in succeeding 
years resulting in failure, these move- 
ments brought upon Poland sad disas- 
ter, added oppression. 

Poland’s modern record Is, in brief, 
as follows: A separate constitution, 

1815-’30, and a separate government, 
1830-’64; in the latter year loss of 
administrative Independence, and four 
years afterward it becomes an in- 
tegral part of Russia. The Russians 
vigorously endeavored to stamp out 
the Polish spirit of restlessness under 
restraint, the use of the Polish lan- 
guage was prohibited and the trial by 
jury done away with. Two acts on 
Russia’s part especially obnoxious to 
the Poles, with their old civilization, 
their long history as an independent 
nation. 

The territory comprising the region 
at present bearing tjie name of Poland 
is an area of 49,159 square miles and has 
a population of 10,000,000. Poles form 
the bulk of the inhabitants; amongst 
the other races there are many Ger- 
mans, Jews and Lithuanians. As to 
religion, the Poles are chiefly Roman 
Catholics; next to these In number 
come members of the Greek Catholic 
church, and the Germans generally 
are of the Protestant faith.

lion;” ruling noble and peasant serf 
forming the two Polish classes, the 
trading Jews standing apart by them- 
selves. Little by little the noble en- 
croached upon the peasants’ few 
rfghts, and pitiable indeed became the 
condition of this large body of peo- 
ple. Naturally there was not much 
in their situation to foster patriotism 
for their native land. The lord had 
power of life and death over his serf: 
if a master killed a serf, a fine freed 
him. Each noble was master in his 
own territory, and in time became 
wholly self-absorbed, he, too, lacking 
in national patriotism. The clergy, 
also, had no small part in Poland’s 
downfall, being intolerant, given to 
persecution of other sects; dealing 
summarily with the Greek Catholics 
and adding fuel to the enmity of Rus- 
sia, persecuting the Protestants and 
arousing the hatred of Germany, and 
want of a natural frontier made pos- 
sible, and invited, encroachments of 
conquerors from without 

Poland and Germany were at odds 
from the first. In the early days of 
Polish dependency on Germany; and 
Ihe hostility was furthered by the

I INIIIAL CLERK-CAKBIEH EXAMINATION. 

PAR’S, Ky., Sept. 17, 1904. * 
The United States Civil Service Com- 
mission announces that on the date and 
at the place named above an examina- 
tion will be held for the positions 
clerk and carrier in the Postoffice Ser- 
vice. ' 

From the eligibles resulting from this 
examination it is exx>edted that the Post- 
master General will select the carriers 
and substitute carriers who are to be ap- 
pointed prior to the establishment of 
free delivery in this city. Selections 
from these eligibles may also be made 
for appointments to the positions of 
clerk and carrier after the establishment 
of free delivery. 

This examination offers an opportuni- 
ty to bright, energetic young persons to 
enter an interesting field of Government 
employment where the salanes compare 
most favorably with those paid in pri- 
vate employment. 

The salary of letter carriers in all 
cities which contain a population of 
75,000 or more is arranged in three 
classes: First class, $1,000 per annum; 
second class, $800 per annum ; and third 
class, $600 par annum. In cities con- 
taining less than 75,000 population there 
are two classes : Second class, $850 per 
annum, and third class, $600 per annum. 
Appointments of letter carriers are 
made to the class having the minimum 
rate of pay and promotions from the 
lower grades are made to the next 
higher grade at the expiration of 6ne 
year’s service, on certificate of the 
postmaster to the efficiency and faith* 
inlness of the emoloyee during the pre- 
ceding year. A substitute letter carrier 
receives a compeusation of $1 per au- 
nuoi and the pro rata compensation of 
the carrier whose route he may be re- 
quired to serve.
